li  is  noi  a charge  against  this  community 
nor  its  residents  that  serious  orcrcrowding 
exists  in  connection  with  the  shelter  of  war- 
time indusirial  and  other  employees  brought 
here  under  the  manpower  regulations  of  the 
Dominion.  If  anywhere,  the  blame  must 
rest  upon  Ottawa  for  a confusion  of  policies 
uhiiJi  has  frozen  building  materials  on  the 
one  hand,  and  fallen  hopelessly  short  of  pro- 
► viding  emergency  shelter  on  the  other.  War- 
time Housing  Limited  w'as  designed  to  meet 
this  condition,  and  its  efforts  in  this  com- 
munity have  never  got  beyond  a mere  dribble 
of  assistance,  lotai^  inadequate  to  the  situa- 
tion. Thus  It  occurs  in  the  fifth  year  ot  the 
Mar  that  this  community  is  asked  to  make 
a rccanvass  of  all  available  private  housing. 

I here  is  no  intention  here  to  dispute  the 
need  In  this  paper  on  Sunday  were  given 
illustrations  and  facts  respecting  some  living 
conditions  that  can  only  be  classed  as  intol- 
erable, Seventeen  people  attempting  to  live 
in  a small  bungalow  built  for  five  tJ^opIe; 
nine  individuals  in  two  small  hotel  rooms, 
arrd  tike  conditions  cannot  be  excused  upon 
any  grounds.  The  fact  is  that  not  even  this 
proof  of  human  misery  and  need,  which  has 
been  known  to  exist  for  seme  months  now, 
has  stimuUtcd  Ottavc'a  to  lake  any  practical 
steps  towards  a solution.  There  is  talk  of 
another  dribble  of  housing  construction  to 
he  shared  between  Victoria  and  Vancouver. 
But  when.'  '1  he  emergency  is  now. 

it  IS  no  solution  to  ask  this  community 
somehow  to  find  another  1 .000  rooms  or 
partial  suites.  Private  houses  are  not  hotels. 
In  many  cases  the  thing  is  pliysically  impos- 
sible. In  others,  it  is  humanly  undesirable 
as  well.  Aged  people  cannot  suddenly  be- 
come housekeepers,  nor  those  in  failing  health 
turn  themselves  into  camp  cooks.  While  this 
community  will,  no  doubt,  do  what  it  can  to 
ease  some  of  the  severest  housing  pressure, 
there  is  a distinct  limit  to  that.  It  remains 
for  Ottawa  either  to  build  adequate  housing 
for  those  who  arc  moved  here  for  w'ar  work, 
or  else  to  stop  moving  people  here  who  can 
by  no  means  be  accommodated.  The  present 
arrangement  is  only  adding  misery  to  down- 
right confusion,  and  this  community  defin- 
itely u not  to  blame.  Moreover,  those  who 
are  moved  from  their  own  homes  to  the 
. Coast  for  war  purposes  are  entitled  to  somj 
^ assurance  that  something  will  be  done  to 
change  conditions  which  arc  intolerable  all 
round.

Glaring  for  Wouadecl 

One  of  the  most  comforting  features  of  the 
present  war  is  the  great  advance  made  in 
caring  for- soldiers  wounded  in  the  field. 
Medical  science  has  kept  pace  with  the  in- 
creasing destructive  power  of  modern  war- 
fare. If  weapons  of  today  are  more  deadly 
than  (hey  were  25  years  ago.  the  casualty  has 
about  twice  as  much  chance  to  survive  as  he 
did  in  the  Iasi  u’ar 

Better  and  faster  treatment,  and  the  use  ot 
blood  plasma  and  sulfa  drugs,  are  responsible 
for.  this  improved  circumstance.  Shock  and 
infection  svere  the  chief  causes  of  death  from 
wounds  in  I^M-18.  These  have  been 
greatly  minimized.  Nowadays  immediate 
blood  transfusions  greatly  reduce  thr  shock 
hazard  and  sulfa  treatments  have  lessened 
tbr  risk  of  infection. 

A Washingt(?n  survey  of  casualties  to  date 
shows  that,  while  more  men  are  killed  com- 
pared to  the  number  wounded,  only  55  out 
of  every  1 ,000  men  wounded  now  succumb 
to  (heir  battle  injuries,  as  against  a death 
rate  of  60  per  1 .000  in  the  last  war  Deaths 
Irom  head  wounds  have  been  cut  to  9 per 
cent,  compared  with  between  50  and  60  per 
cent  in  1918 

Most  important  of  all.  perhaps,  the  hos- 
pital has  been  taken  closer  to  the  man  in  the 
front  line.  Innumerable  casualties  in  the  last 
uar  resulted  in  death  because  of  the  long 
stretcher  journeys  necessary  before  a wound- 
ed man  could  procure  more  than  first  aid 
treatment.  Well  equipped  dressing  stations 
arc  now  set  up  almost  in  the  front  lines,  and 
facilities  for  spicedy  handling  ol  casualties 
have  been  improved  in  every  way.  This  is 
human  reclamation  even  in  the  midst  of  war.

1 he  mild  weather  that  Victorians  have 
enjoyed  for  (he  last  two  months  and  more 
has  undoubtedly  eased  the  fuel  problem, 
which  threatens  to  be  a difficult  one  for  the 
remainder  of  the  war.  Winter  still  lies  ahead 
of  us.  of  course,  but  thr  recent  moderate  tem- 
peratures have  enabled  emergency  stocks  to 
be  augmented,  and  caused  little  depletion  of 
hdusehold  supplies.  It  is  estimated  that 
something  like  two  months'  fuel  supply  has 
been  saved  by  reason  of  the  fine  weather. 

Some  will  see  in  this  the  hand  of  nature, 
which  so  often  comes  to  the  aid  of  man 
after  it  has  taught  him  a lesson  In  any  case, 
the  severity  of  last  Winter  and  the  acute  fuel 
shortage  w*as  a salutary  reminder  that  people 
must  bestir  themselves  at  times  and  not  take 
things  for  granted 

Lack  of  planning  and  concerted  effort,  by 
individuals  and  offi\.ials  alike,  was  responsible 
for  most  ol  last  year's  discomlori.  While  it 
IS  perhaps  too  much  to  hope  that  no  one  m til 
go  short  of  fuel  tins  Winter,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  Greater  Victoria  is  much  better 
prepared  (or  cold  weather  than  it  was  a year 
ago.

The  chronic  recurrmg  dls- 
I eases  of  which  men  die  hi  middle 
age  are  due  to  mouth  infection  In

vaied  fleld*  in  which  rpjps  are 
growing  If  we  took  an  atrtitane 
view,  that  would  give  us  still  an- 
other vlewpomt  and  ao  entlrrly 
different  piciure.

Tile  dUtance  between  the  camera 
I and  the  subject  Is  aL*---  an  important 
consideration  in  our  choice  of 
viewpoint  Much  can  be  done  (o 
change  the  picture  by  changing 
I tlic  distance  between  the  camera 
and  the  tubject.  As  wr  approach 
I a subject,  it  becomes  much  larger 
In  proportioD  to  objeru  in  the  back- 
ground. At  the  same  time,  by 
brliifing  Yhf  camera  nearer  th« 

I subject  we  can  often  supprrM  or 
eliminate  detail*  that  are  not  really 
i part  of  the  picture  and  do  not  lot- 
prove  the  picture  effecL 
I Choice  of  viewpoint  In  t*c(.  give* 
ua  a remarkable  degree  of  control 
over  th«  arrangement  of  our  pte- 
ture
